Sir,— I  note  In  yesterdays  Issus 

the  weather  forecast  for  Victoria 
rend.s,  "Southerly  gales:  milder, 
with  rain."  Actually  there  wa.s  little 
wind  and  very  little  rain.  1  am 
not  criticizing  the  actual  error  In 
the  forecast  becau.se  I  realize  how 
difficult,  especially  in  Victoria,  it 
Is  to  forecast  with  any  large  degree 
of  certainty. 

What,  however.  I  do  wish  to  draw 
your  attention  to  is  tlio  very  fre- 
quent use  of  tlie  word  gales." 
During  last  Winter  it  was  con- 
stantly .u.sed.  but  perusal  .of  the 
official  report  on  the  climate  for 
British  Columbia  for  1938  shows 
that  the  average  wind  velocity  U 
the  last  thirty-eight  years  was  ten 
miU'.s  \yr  hour,  and  the  maximum 
velocity  for  1938  only  reached  sixty- 
eight  miles  In  December.

The  whole  plant  is  only  five  feet  long, 
two  feet  six  inches  high,  and  two  feet  eight  inches  wide,  and  was  all  turned  out  from  the  raw  materials  on 
a  3</i-inch  lathe.
